The Duke of Wellington was at 
Walmer Castle, and, a8 commander 
of the foreps, the war office sent and 
asked him for a, name typical of 
the private. + 

He passed rapidly in review the 
panorama of all the greatest deeds 
he had seen done in war, ‘‘Search- 
ing a memory stored with recollee- 
tions for the man who should best 
typify the dogged gallantry of 
British private ‘soldiers.’’? He was 
back in his first campaign in the 
Low Countries fighting his first 
action. 

His regiment, the 33rd., a corps 
of veterans, stood in reserve. He 
knew that his officers were watching 
to see how the boy-colonel would 
handle his regiment under fire. 
The French were in superior force. 
Then young Wellesley put the dis- 
cipline of his regiment to one of 
the severest tests known in warfare. 
At the word of command every 
company went back, leaving thus 
a wide line through which the hard 
pressed troops in the firing line 
could retire. Grimed with powder 
and cursing in anger,. the line 
dashed through, and the companies 
of the gallant 88rd. swung back 
again. 

The French were so close that 
some of the men were bayonetted 
before the word to fire was given. 
Then the Brown Besses spoke— 
volleys as steady as if the regiment 
was firing on inspection parade— 
and then word to advance was given 
and with bayonets fixed the 32rd. 
moved forward to take up the 
ground from which the other regi- 
ments had been fyreed to retire. 
The volleys bad done their work— 
the day was won. 

After the battle was over, the 
Duke visited the men who had been 
struck down in the fight. Right in 
the front line there lay the pet and 
pride of the Grenadiers, a man six 
feet high in his stockings. Ilis head 
was bound up where a sabre had 
eut him, and he had a bullet wound 
in his lungs,.but he begged to be 
allowed to die in peace where he 
He saw the sorrow in the 
Duke’s eyes as he looked down and 
said: ‘‘Never mind, sir, it is all in 
a day’s work.’’ 

The great Duke turned to the 
young officer who stood waiting and 
said: ‘‘Thomas Atkins.’’

ESTRAY LAW. Draying, Transferring and General 


Teaming of All Kinds Done Right.

The Alberta Estray Law  pre- 
scribes that the purty who takes up 
an estray animal must immediately 
notify the brand reader nearest to 
his place to come out and examine 
the animal and take a copy of the 
brand, if any, on the animal. Then 
an advertisement must be inserted 
in the nearest local paper and also 
in the Alberta Gazette, and until 
the law is complied with the hdlder 
of an estray cannot collect any fee 
for his trouble or feed. Prompt 
action must be taken, the law being 
yery strict in the matter. The brand 
readers are entitled to a fee of two 
dollars for each animal they ex-}* 
amine and mileage to the amount 
of 10c. per mile for the first ten 
miles. The cost of advertising and 
the reading of the brands is a 
charge against the estray animal 
and must be paid when the animal 
is claimed. The party holding the 
aninial is responsible for all charges 
until it is sold or redeemed by the 
owner. No charges for feed are 
allowed between the 15th. day of 
April and the 15th. day of Noy- 
ember. From November 15th. to 
| April 15th. a fee of 15c. per head,

The stenciling can be done success- 
fully if each section is painted before 
it is sewn into the form of the workbag.

You will have to add 
a flower or leaf if the space is a little 
longer than the sketch. 

Needless to say, the workbag is but 
a beginning of your work, Any of these 
motifs can be used on scarfs, center- 
pieces, runners, lampshades and cur- 
tains, An entire decorative scheme can 
be carried out with one of these de- 
signs as a nucleus and, let it be added, 
as an inspiration.
